Today, being Saturday the 8th of January, two Persons came to me, they 
said their Names were Shaik Jeetoo and Dhon Sing, and Shewing me a paper, 
(of which a Copy goes enclosed,) told me thdt they had come from the Sheriff of 
Calcutta, and had Seized Sam Sunder Roy ; but that he made Resistance, 
saying that he was not in the Service of the Company or Subject to the 
Supreme Court. Upon looking at the Paper, I saw no Seal or mark by which 
I could recognize it to have ifsued from the Supreme Court. It was a printed 
Paper filled up, the word “ Foxcroft ” at the Bottom in tlie Same Hand writ- 
ing. There was a small Wafer Seal on the margin ; but no Imprefsion could 
be distinguished, and under it the Words “ J H Doyley ” struck through 
with a pen, and the name Alex' Vanrixtel written over. The first I was 
sure "was not of Sir John Doyley’s writing. Having never to my Knowledge 
seen M' Van Rixtel’s Hand, I did not know whether his name was written by 
him or by whom. I always undei stood that a Capias [s«c] of the Supreme 
Court contained some Seal or mark by which it might be recognized. The 
above mentioned Persons said that the Paper shewen me was a Capias [sfc] 
and in the usual Form. Having never had occasion narrowly to examine one 
of them, I could not take upon me absolutely to say that it was not, and 
charge the People with Fraud; but neither had I any Reason to deem it one. 
except that it was printed, and the Afsurances of the People who produced it. 
Besides, the Term, mentioned in the Paper for the Appearance of Sam 
Sunder, and for taking Bail, had expired, and he denied being Subject to the 
Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, as will appear by the Representation in 
Bengals which he delivered to me & which I now beg leave to transmit en- 
closed. He was likewise in Confinement by Peons on Account of the Revenue 
of Bodah. Under all these Ciicumstances, Knowing him to be aTalookdar, 
and having no Reason to consider him to be within the words of the Act of 
Parliament, I did not think myself authorized to interfere, judging it proper to 
submit the whole to your Information, and to wait your Orders

Extraot of a Letter from Gungapersaud Dewan dated the B*"** Chyte, or 17“ 
March 1779- 

I have received your Letter of the 7“ Faulgun/ It ought to be the 16“/ you 
have ordered me to ifsue a Publication concerning the Pergunnahs 
Bycuntpore, Futtypore, & Coondy- The Futtypore Zemindars say, that if 
they cannot pay the Revenue of the present Year, they will sell such a 
quantity of Land as will make it up. They have paid but a small part of 
their Maug Kist- Tho Zemindars of Coondy also say this ; but it appeals, 
that they have no Intention of performing what they say- Besides the 
Ballance of tlie Maug Kist, there is much due on account of the Kist of 
Faulgun- I have written a Letter to the Zemindar of Bycuntpoie appre- 
hending him for his Misconduct- He answers, that he wiB by being allowed 
a little pay the whole- But I am not satisfied that he will pay it- There 
are no responsible aumlah of the Zemindar in the Country- 

Second- On the 10“ March, I sent an Order to my Siicar to be communi- 
cated to him, to examine all the Shroffs Bags- This he has not done, but it is 
pofsible he may now be about it, as I wrote him again on tlie 3'^ of this 
Month, that I would lay a Complaint against him to the Board, if he did not 
immediately comply with my Order- It appears as if he was desirous of

3® The third must be a general Charge, because he has been veiy 
negligent of his Businefs ever since my appointment, very Seldom coming 
to the Cutcherry, owing I believe to his being superseded by_ me in Office- 
This I should not notice, because theNaib Dewan attended in his Room, and 
Papers were carried to his house to be signed in order to be of force in 
the Country- But since the late Warrants have been granted_ against the 
Rungpore People, he has made them a pretence to keep himself in his House, 
and the Zemindars will keep back their Rents, as they are not prefsed by 
the Proper authority, and suppose/ or perhaps know/ that Gungapersaud’s 
Absence is designed to encrease the disturbance occasioned by Warrants 
if suing from the Supreme Coui’t - - - When the Warrant arrived at

According to your commands I have abolished the Duties that have been 
hitherto collected on the Bootan Trade, but as the several expences of the 
Booteah Mehal were defrayed from the amount arising from the Duties I beg 
to be honored with your Commands in what manner and by whom these 
charges aie to be payed m future- for this purpose I take the Liberty of 
enclosing you an account of those charges- 

I have also ifsued the necefsary orders for permitting the Booteas to 
purchase Diied Fish and Oil as formerly, and to prevent their being stopped 
at the different Chokeys and Gauts, and you may depend in consequence of 
your Command that I will afford the Trade of the Bootans every, aid and 
afsistance in my power-

I lately received Complaints of Depradations committed on 
the Borders of Bycuntpoor close to the Frontier of Purnea by People belong- 
ing to or in Connivance with a Jemmadar called Gungaram Tuppah, I was at 
the Same time advised that these Incursions were confined to Bycuntpore, 
and that the most friendly Intercourse subsisted between these People and 
the Inhabitants and Officers on the Borders of Purnea, without further 
Enquiry, however, I did not think it necefsary you, on the Subject 

By Letters I have just received from a Person whom I sent on Purpose 
to ascertain the Truth and Nature of this Affair, as well as by other colater- 
al Information it appears that these Disturbances in some measure originate 
from the Parties and contentions in the Morung Country- I am informed that 
the Lands to the North west of Bycuntpore, belonged to Jeet Paul Mullick 
& other Petty Zemindars, who were Vafsals of the Shekum or Bootgaund

Eajah ; that a Fouzdar on the pai't of the Shekum Rajah having been put to 
Death, his Son, named Munzaraxn, fled to Bootgaund ; and returning with some 
foice auccefsfully attacked the iZemiudars, who having in vain weie sollicited 
the Support of their former Rajah were driven to seek Protection elsewheie 
that they accoidmgly applied to t-he Nephaul Government which, on afsurances 
of Sub]ection, and the Promise of a Gonsederable Payment in Money and 
Horses, sent Giingaram Tappa with some Troops to their Afsistance ; that 
Munzaram fled, and left Tappa JMaster of the Couiitiy , but instead of restor- 
ing it to the Zemindars he continued /and still continues/ on pietence that the 
money & horses had not been delivered, to keep Pofsefsion , that Munzaram 
Jeet Paul & the other Petty Zemmdais, who appear now to have been united 
by their common Misfoitunes, pi*evailed on the Shekum Rajah, by their joint 
Apfflications, to send some Forces to their Afsistance ; that they thereupon 
attacked Gungaram Tapa, but failing in then Attempt fled, first, it is said, to 
Suragepooi in Purnea, and after \vards to Bojanpooi on the Borders of Bodah 
and Byeuntpoor, 

In Consequence of the Complaints of Depradations made on the Frontier 
of Byeuntpoor I wrote to Gungaram Tappa. The Answer I received was 
evasive. He neither owns nor denies that the Ravages were committed with 
his Consent ; pretends that he has a Demand on the Bycuntpoie Rajah for 
Services performed, and complains that Munzaram & his Enemies find 
protection in Bengal, and are again preparing from thence to attack him, 

I have been informed also that the Neppaul Aumil of Bedjepoor was expected 
to join Gungaiam in few days with a Consideiable F''orce, and that it was 
said they intended to make an Incursion into Bycuntpore. 

Although I can hardly believe that the Nephaul, Government, in its present 
distracted State, will wantonly molest any Part of the Compaiiys Territories, 
yet I have thought it prudent to strengthen the pai ty of Sepoys on the Borders 
of Byeuntpoor ; and have authorized them forcebly to repeJl any future 
Incursions. I have, at the same time, written to Gungaram Tappa and to the 
Bidjepoor Aumil, under whose Authority I understand he is, and have desired 
them in Case they have any Claim on the Bycuntjjoor Rajah to apply to me ; 

I have informed them that I was ignorant of Munzaram Jeet Paul &c‘ having 
attempted to collect any Forces in Bengal, and although I could not deliver 
them up, that I had sent People to oblige them either to dismifs their Armed 
followers, or to quit this District ; that I had ordered on Account of the 
Complaints of Ravages committed on the Frontier of Rungpore to be laid 
before them, which I expected they would redrefs, and infuture put a Stop’ 
to ; and that I had, in order to remove all Causes of misunderstanding, given 
directions forcibly to oppose any Persons who should attempt to commit 
Ravages or Disturbances within the frontier of Byeuntpoor. 

The Account I received of a Connection and Conivance between the 
Fouzdar of Surjapoor and Gungaram Tappa has been confirmed through 
different Channels, and I have been at the same time informed that the 
Cattle and other Effects taken in Plunder have been publickly sold in the 
Surjapoor Districts, and that Grain and other Goods sent for safety into* 
Purnea by the Ryots of Byeuntpoor, have not been given up. I request you 
will take such measures as you may think proper to ascertain the Truth of the

above Information. & that you will send me a Perwanna to ihe Fouzdar to 
restore the Goods to the Ryots. 

I have taken the earliest Opportunity of laying before you the above 
Detail, although ptobably you are already acquainted with many of the 
Circumstances, and I hope you will be pleased to communicate to me such 
Intelligence as you may from time to time leceive

Sir 

I am favored with your Letter of the 15‘'' Instant and return you many 
thanks for the Measures you have been pleased to take, in order to enquire 
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into, and if trae, to put an end to the improper connection between the Surja- 
poor Fouzdar and Gungaram Tappa, as well as for the Perwannah which you 
sent me to obtain restoration of the Bicuntpore Ryets Effects 

A few Days ago I received a Letter from Gungeram Tappa urging me in 
very arrogant Terms, to deliver up Jeet Paul and the other Zemindars and 
insisting on the payment of his Expences agreeable to his pretended agree- 
ment with the Bicuntpore Rajah It is written in such a stile that I shall 
not answer it I have since received accounts from the Person I sent to the 
Bordets by which it appears that Gunge Ram profefses his Resolution of 
refraining from the Commifsion of any further disturbances- Until I shall 
know the Intentions of the Bidgepore Faujidar it is impofsible for me to 
deteimuie how far the Acts or Declarations of this Man are or are not 
conformable to the Sentiments and orders of the Napaul Government : But 
although no Circumstances have happened to make me alter the opinion in 
which I am glad to observe I am supported by yours, that the Nepaul 
Goveinment can hardly think seriously of molesting any part of the 
Companys Piovinces, yet I shall continue to inform you from time to time of 
any thing further that may occur- At present and ever since the Guard at 
Sinafsie Cottah has been increased, no disturbances are. or have been com- 
mitted on the Borders- 

In consequence of the orders /as mentioned in my Last/ which I sent 
to Munseram, Jeet Paul to disband their Followers, I understand they 
have left Bojunpore and removed to the Neighbourhood of Mynagurree on 
the Borders of Purnea, I have advices also that the Shekim Rajah has got a 
Thousand Men collected at a Part about 15 Oofs from Gungeram Tappa and 
intends shortly to make another attempt to reduce him- In this Case 
Munseram Jeet Paul and these adherents will no doubt pi'oceed towards 
Senafsi Cotta either through Bicuntpore or Purnea and endeavour to second 
his Attack- I have therefore thought it necefsary as well in order to 
preserve the Peace of the Country as to avoid needlefs Causes of contention, 
to ifsue orders to the officei'S of Bicuntpore to prevent any of their People 
from pafsing in Arms through that District 

I am obliged to trouble you on another Subject- The Borders of Boda 
Bicuntpore and have been told Purnea, had been infested by a Band of 
Decayts whose Ringleaders name was Narrain for a great many Years, within 
these few days he was surprized by a Party that went against him, and after 
some resistance took to flight, in which he and a considerable number of his 
Afsociates were slain, Beer Bull, however, the second of the Gang, escaped, 
and I have now People out in quest of him.- I am informed that he is some- 
where near the Borders of Purnea. and may probably attempt to take 
shelter in your Districts where my People without your permifsion cannot 
follow him — To remedy this I beg leave to submit to you the propriety of 
furnishing me with a Perwannah to the offlcers on your Borders directing 
them to give every information and afsistance in their power towards seizing 
Beer Bull and other Decayts, and for that purpose to co operate with my 
People in case they should find it necefsary to carry their persuit beyond the 
Borders of Rungpore, and that you will also be pleased to send me another 
Perwannah containing a Pafsport for Diaram Tiwarree and Adur Sing

Sir 

I had the pleasure of writing you on the 23^ Ult° since that time 
Beerbull, together with some Decoyts of Narrain’s Gauge, has escaped, and 
been well received by Gungaram Tappa, who entertains all the Banditti he 
can collect. His Force has lately been augmented by bout [s^c] 150 Men, 
part of whom are equipped like our Seapoys. I am informed, also that a 
considerable quantity of amunition has been sent him by the Dewan of the 
Bidjipoor Amildar, who is on the Road to join him with 250 Seapoys, and lOO 
Burkundafs [..] accompanied by Beem Coor, a Relation and Rival of Derrup 
Deo who about 9 Months ago, abandoned his Family and took protection in 
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Bidjepoor - As I wished to draw a plain declaration from the Napaul Officers 
with respect to the Conduct of G ungeram Tappa, I desired the Person, whom 
I stationed on the Borders, to write to the Uewan that he had a Letter from 
me, and to apply for a Pafsport - In answer the Dewan tells him that he had 
quitted Bidjipoor, and was proceeding Eastward, in order that, having 
‘‘ enqnued into what was proper or improper, he might punish ; that there 
“was a good understanding bei.ween his Government and the Company’s, 
“ whicii he hoped would continue and that he would stop at some place on the 
Road and send for him - I received this Account the day before Yesterday 
and have since heaid nothing fiuther from that quarter. 

iVJunsaiam or at least ins Party aie, I am informed, still on the Frontiers 
of Purnea bordering on Boda somewhere near Mynagooree. Theie is a 
Jematdar, called Sona Ray, in his Service, with about 150 Burkundafses. I 
am told he says he waits for orders and support from the Shekim Rajah, to 
proceed towards Sinafsee Cotta and again attack Gungaram Tappa. Whether 
the Reinforcements, which the latter has lately received and expect f. .J are 
intended only to guard him against the Attempts of Munsaram and his Party ; 
whethei, emboldened by the succefs of a similar interprise last summer at 

Bo] unpoor, he seriously thinks as he [ ] same time declared of attempting 

to proceed into the Companys Provinces in order to crush Munsaram and his 
Adherents ; or whether, incauraged by the near approach of the Rains & 
swelling of the Rivers, he may not actually meditate incursions into our 
Territories in hopes of at least gratifying his Banditti with Plunder - In 
short whatever his Intentions and those of the Napaul People may be, I have 
judged it necefsary to encrease the Guard at Sinafsee Cottah to a compleat 
Company of Seapoys 

At the same time that I have ordered the Subahdar to oppoose any 
attempts that may be made to crofs the Mehanuddee and enter Bicuntpoor, 
I have also directed him to prevent the pafsage of any of Munsaram’s armed 
Adherents through that Pergunnah : but as I think it is not unlikely that they 
may endeavour to proceed through Purnea, I beg leave to suggest to you the 
propriety of giving directions to the same Effect to your Officers, and, in 
that [....], to Submit to your better judgement, how far it might not be 
advisable to order a Detachment of your Seapoys to proceed towards the 
Frontier of Surjapoor, to give force to your orders, as well as [fo] owe and 
check the Napaul Party

In obedience to your Commands of the 2^ Instant, I [....] now the Honour 
to lay before the Jumma Wafsil Bakee, and General Treasury Accounts for 
the Bengal Year 1186 closed at the 30'"’' of Bysack. 

In Spite of every Exertion I have Occasion to regret that it has not been 
in my power fully to collect in the Revenue. The Jumma Wafsil Bakee 
Account which accompanies this Addrefs contains a par[t^‘]cular State of the 
Balances It appears necefsary however in this place, to say some thing on the 
Setuation of the Districts Arrears. 

The Pergunnahs of Futtypoor & Coondy were collected Khaus The 
Zemindars applied for a Reduclion in their Rent. Their Petition was not 
granted ; But the Pergunnahs being left in the meantime in their Hands, they 
appropriated considerable Sums of the Revenue to the Payment of their Debts, 
which I amaffraid it will be difficult to recover The Zemindars still decline to 
undertake the Collections of their Pergunnahs for this year, 1 hope however 
by early measures to realize the present Jumma.- 

The Pergunnahs of Cargeehaut & Kankneah lye [ ] each other and 

the Circumstances of the Balance are nearly Similar in both The low price of 
Tobacco which forms a capital Aiticle in thei[r] Cultivation, and the Appro- 
priation of Part of this years Revenue to the Payment of money borrowed at 
the End of the last year. I hope to be able to recover the Balance.- 

The Arrears of Bamindanga Tepah Bahseet & Oodafsy are not consider- 
able & I expect by the End of this month to be able to realeze the[m] as well 
as the Balance of Muntenna, This last Pergunnah was collecte[f^] Khaus, 
the Zemindar, at the Beginning of the year having abscond [. .] from the 
dread of a warrant. 

The Zemindars of the small District of Balleehar (as notice[cZ] in my 
Accounts for the month of Faugun) have reduced their Arrears to lefs than 
four Hundred Rupees, I am authorized to put their Lands up to Sale by your 
Commands of but as the Balance is now so much reduced, and 

I have Reason to believe that their ple[a] of Inability is well founded, I have 
taken the Liberty hither to dela[i/] the Execution of your Orders. — 

The Pergunnah of Bycuntpore or Battees Hazary is three Thousand 
Rupees in Balance Last Year when an armed force was sent and the Rajah 
seized and imprisoned he was enabled, by the Support of some merchants, 
chiefly Europeans, who had form[er]ly Traded into his Country, to discharge 
the Arrears of 1184 & 1185 he gave, however. Bonds subjecting himself to 
the Supreme Court for which he is now in dread of being arrested The strong 
& repeated Representations which I have received from the Rajah, of his 
distrefsed Situation, rend[er] it necefsary that I should lay the Substance of 
them before you they set forth that previous to the Year 1181 his Zemin- 
darry was subject to the Payment of an annual Tribute of only 10,000 Rupees

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which has since augmented three fold, that his Country has suflPered greatly 
in Revenue and population by the encreased Demands on the Inhabitants that 
some part of it has been given up to the Booteeas that the Sezawul who was 
last year sent into Bycuntpoor entertained some Bands of Decoyts and 
ravaged this Country for which he is now in Confinement that being unable 
to keep up the same Force as formerly his Frontier Districts wei-e last 
February over run by Banditti from the Side of Morung, _ who, besides a 
number of Inhabitants sent into Slavery, plundered and carried of cattle and 
Effects to the Amount oE 6 or 7000 Rupees and Upon these Grounds, all of 
which, except the specific Amount of Depredations committed by the Morung 
People, I believe to be fairly stated, he soUicits a Remifsion of his Arrears, 
your Honourable Board will please to decide on the Reasonablenefs of his 
Petition. — 

Before I quit the Subject of Revenue I beg leave, as well to account for 
the present Balances, as to aboiate [secj Censuie in future to Notice some 
Circumstances, which have rendei-ed it particularly diffecult, during the 
present Year, to realize the Revenue of Rungpore, within the Period pres- 
cribed by your Orders.— 

r‘ The annual Accounts of this province used to be kept open till the 
middle or End of the month of Afsar so as to allow the whole of the produce 
of the Tobacco Crop to be collected and brought to Credit within the year It 
appears by a memorandum taken from the Canongoes Officer that during 
the last ten Years the Sudder Pooneah, which serves to mark the Commence- 
ment of the Revenue year, and before which all Collections are brought to the 
Credit of the Current year has never been held [.]atur than the Beginning of 
Asfar — 

2^ It is well Known to your Honble Board that it had long been 
customary to receive Pauts or notes of Shroffs at fifteen or twenty days date, 
in Payment of Revenue and that when these became due they were ex- 
changed for Bags said to contain Kazana Shy Old narranee Rupees, although, 
as it has since appeared, great Part of them were filled with Copper and other 
Coins wliich at a future period were replaced by an equal number of French 
Arcot Rupees. According to this mode it must be evident that the money of 
each Kist was not received into the Treasury sooner tha n a month or a month 
and a half after Credit was given for it in the Towjee Account about the 
Beginning of 1185 my predecefsor began gradually to abridge the unlimated 
Receipt of Pauts, and towards the End of that year, in Obedience to your 
Orders, they were compleatly abolished The Consequence, however, was 
that the Zemindars, deprived of this customary Indulgence, as well as of the 
Credit which their Traffick with the Shroffs procured them, and prefsed to pay 
up their Kists, were obliged to borrow on mortgage large Sums from other 
merchants which they paid out of the first Receipts of this Year. 

3^ These Alterations, in the annual Term and Manner of collecting the 
Revenue, however, wise, drew such, strong Remonstrances from the Zemindars, 
that the Kists or Demands were lightened at the Begining of the year & 
proportionably encreased towards the End of it, so that an eighth part of the 
Revenue of the whole province does not become due till the last month of the 
year. 
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In oi’der to bring the Receipts of Revenue within the prescribed period 
It will be necefsary gradually, m some measure, to restoie the former 
Kistbundee, and to bring round the Collections of each your [s 2 ’c] to answer 
for the Kists thereof This may be effected by Degrees. In the meantime, 
bn the Application of Several of the Zemindars, who were embarrafsed by the 
Strictnefs of your Orders, I have been obliged to Approve of a Loan, which, 
although considerably lefs than that of last year, the merchants would not 
take without either my Sanction, or Mortgages of Specific Villages, 

The Circumstances above stated have an Influence rather on the peiiod of 
receiving the Rents than on their Amount But it is necefsary that I should 
mentioned another Cause which effects the Revenue of this province as well 
on account of its Importance, as in hofes of obtaining your Sanction to 
measures which if they are not suffecient to eradicate, appear at least likely to 
lefsen the Evil The cause I allude to is the great quantity of_ Bawzee Zemin 
or Lands exampted from Rent The mode long followed in the manage- 
ment of this province will serve fortly [sic] account for the expoondenary 
Amount of free Lands BAr forty yeais the Revenues were collected by the 
Ofl&cers of Government or through the medium of Farmers. The Authority 
of the Zemindars was in a manner only astensible, [sic] Their Names were 
set forth in all public Accounts and Papers relating to the Revenue of their 
respective Districts ; they and their Officers pofsefsed Houses and held 
Lands on the produce of which they sulisistod, but they were not interested 
li) the Collections. They derived no Benifit from an Encrease of the Rents of 
iheir Pergunnah they suffered no Lefs by a Deminution In this Situation 
however they were permitted to exercise the preveledge of giving Pottahs & 
Sunnuds for free Lands under all the various Denominations, and pretences 
common throughout Bengal, and likewise of granting Villages on a Tenure 
called Opinchakee, (a Term peculiar to this Province by which the pofsefsor 
18 liable only to the payment of the original Rent and is exampted from a 
Taxes or Subsequent Afsefsments These Grants also were generally made of 
your Orders at a reduced Rent 

Thus free from all Responsibility and restrained by no Consideration of 
Personal Interest it is not surprising that the Zemindars were easily prevailed, 
by the Solicitations of Individuals and the Influence of publiok officers to 
grant Sunnuds for Charity & other benificeary Lands.- 

About three years ago the Zemindars of this Province in Consequence 
were first entrusted with the Management and became answerable for the 
Revenue of Pergunnahs They have since endeavoured indeed to recover 
some part of the Bawzee Zemeen ; But their Attempts have met with a 
powerful Opposition in the Superstition of the People and the Common 
Interest of the Officers of Government, and having been directed chmfly 
against the Grants of former Zemindars have had to struggle with Titles 
supported Alleenations by long pofsefsion as well as written Sunnuds, Even 
where Resemptions most of - were made they seldom tended to encrease the 
funds from which the public Revenue is drawn The Lands continued to be 
clafsed under the Head of Lakheradge or free The Incumbent only, not the 
Tenure, was changed the meantime the Zemindars and their Officers invested 
with the compleat and untrestrained [sjc] management in their Districts 
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anxious to secure some lasting Benifit from their novel Authority have made 
considerable Additions to their House hold Lands and having taken agreat 
portion of the villages into their own Hands, have in many Intances [s/c] 
reduced the Jumma, by G-rants and private Aleenation, or have lit the Lands 
at a low rent to their Dependants and Favourites. — 

The Truth of most of Circumstances above stated has been established 
by actual Cases that have come before me, Indeed the Facts naturally arise 
out of the Setuations in which the Zemindars & Officers of the Government 
were at different Times placed. - ' 

The Official precaution to restraining the Encrease of Fiee Lands estab- 
lished in many of the provinces of Bengal are here unknown no regular or 
authentic Eegisters of them are kept by the Canongoes, no Attestation or 
Record is made of Sunnuds when granted, and they are seldom were 
witnefsed I am sensible that Official Checks like other Regulations are liable 
to Inconvenience but in the present Instance it appears absolutely necefsary 
that some thing should be attempted. - 

It is easy to point out the Injury that the Revenue suffers by these 
Encroahments [sec] — to propose a Remedy is a more difficult Task. Yet as 
every year serves to encrease and streng them [s^■c] the Evil the Case seems 
to require that some immediate & effectual should be placed to prevent this 
waste of the public Resaurces and will, I hope justify in applying to your 
Honble Board on the Subject. 

I dare not venture from the imperfect Information I have before me to 
form on Opinion as to the particular Circumstances under which, or the 
precise time when, it was not lawful for the Zemindars to curtail the public 
Revenue by Grants of Bawzee Zemeen ; neither would I presume to obtrude 
a question which I am sensible involves a Variety of Points and many 
Considerations. But I conceive I am well warranted in considering every 
Grant later than the year 1178 as invalid ; and on that principle I beg leave 
to submit the Expediency of the following propositions 

1®‘‘ That Perwannahs be ifsued to the Zemindars, requiring them 
within two months to deliver in a particular Account of all the Bawzee 
Zemeen in their respective Districts, destinguishing those Lands of which 
pofsefsion has been obtained posterior to the year 1178, under the Penalty) 
that Villages, in which free Lands not included in the Account, are after- 
wards discovered shall be seperated from their Zemindarry. 

2^ That Perwannahs be ifsued to all Farmers requiring them to deliver 
in within four months an exact Account of all Bawzee Zemeen in their — 
several Farms and as an Incitement thereto, that they will, during their 
Lease enjoy without Rent, all such free Lands, as shall by their means be 
discovered to be unwaiTantably pofsefsed. 

3 That General Perwannahs be at the same time ifsued requring all 
Persons holding, Bawzee Zemeen to deliver in within four month [s] an 
Account thereof, and to produce the Sunnuds & Titles on which their Right 
IS founded, in order that the same may be investigated & registered, and in 
default thereof that their Lands will be refsumed. 

4_ That from the Accounts received in Consequence of these Perwannahs, 
a Registers be formed of all the Bawzee Zemeen in the Province, clafsed as 
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nearly as may be under the different years when the Sunnuds are stated to 
have been granted, or pofsefsion obtained. — 

5 That the Occupants of such Laud as appear to have been granted 
previous to 1178 be allowed to remain m pofsefsion thereof, provided that 

they do within 6 months pi-oduce their Tile, [s^’c] to be examined and 

confirmed by your Honble Board 

6 That all Bawzee Zemeen which appears to have been granted 

posterior to. ]_ [* j 78 be resumed, and annexed to the Revenue Lands, and 

that such Resemption be final, unlefs the pofsefsor, do within 6 months, 

shew a sufficient Right and Title to the same. 

I humbly conceive, that it is unnecefsary to ente® into particular 
Explanation of the Principles on which the above measures are proposed, 
The three first Articles are entended to hold out strong Inducement to Zem- 
indars, to Farmers, and to pofsefsors of Bawzee Zemeen, to deliver in 
complete States thereof The next Clause relates only to making an 
Abstract, of these Accounts, The two Last Articles propose a Distinction 
between persons who appear to have held free Lands prior to the year 1178, 
and those who have obtained pofsefsion since that period, The former Olafs 
to be continued in pofsefsion, and called upon to Shew a good Title within a 
certain time, The latter Clafs not to obtain pofsefsion until they shall 
have proved their Right. — 

From the material thus procured it will be easy to form States of the 
Bawzee Zemeen ranged under different Heads, such as Land pofsefsed 
previous to the Grant of the Dewanny. — Land pofsefsed between that period 
and the year 1178 distinguishing the several Years, and pointing out the 
Lands that are supported by Sunnuds from those which are held only by 
Occupancy. — and lastly Land pofsefsed since the year 1178 distin- 
guished in the same manner. These States formed on the Investigation of 
Sunnuds, and the Examination of Witnefses as to pofsefsion and accom- 
panied with the Lights, which an Enquiry of this Kind must furnish, will 
enable your Honble Boaid to judge and decide 

' Having already stated the Reasons which impelled me to bring forward 
this Subject, I have only to request that you will be pleased to favor me 
with your Command. 

By The General Treasury Account which accompanies this Addrefs. 
it will appear that this Treasury has (including the Remittance made at the 
End of April) during the Course of last year, supplied above Nine Lacks and 
twenty Thousand Sicca Rupees. Yet I cannot help regreting that to large 
quantity of the Narranee Coins still remains, and consider it as my Duty to 
offer a few Observations on this Currency, which, however, knowing that the 
point has been repeatedly & largely brought before the Board, I shall 
comprefs into a small Compafs.- 

1 suppose from the best Conjecture I can form and according 
M' Harwood [’s] opinion that there may be near ten Lacks of (Old) Narranee 
Rupees in this Province By an accurate Afsay made by M’' Paxton on some 
Rupees which I sent him, it appears that something above 130 Narranees 
are intrinsically worth 100 Sicca Rupees, the Rate at which they pafs & are 
exchanged is 109j Narranee’s equal to 100 Siceas 
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There occur only two W^iys of realizing this Com, the Currency of which 

IS confined to Rungpoor 1 'J'o recall the Narranees and abolish them 

altogether The strong Ob]ection to this arises from the great Lofs which the 
Company as well as Individuals would suffer by Such a measure. According 
to M' Paxton’s Afsay, and reckoning 4 P Cent for recoining and other 
' Charges, the difficiency can haidly be estimated at lefs than 25 P. Cent This 
upon the Sum in the Treasury would amount to above 1,25,000 besides an 
equal Sum which Individuals who have received this Com on the public 
Faith would suffer, or if the Government on this Account were to alsume part 

of the Lofs, suppose one half, it would amount to 60,000- 

Another Objection presents itself in the Difficulties and Embarafsinents 
which this measure would occasion, particularly the first year. These, 

however, I think might be surmounted The second mode is to 

support the Creditof the Coin by receiving the Narranees in preference to any 
other Rupees in the payment of the Revenue, and to continue to exchange 
them. This at present I endeavour by every means to do, sensible that when 
the Coin falls into Disrepute the whole of the Narrainee Rupees in the 
Country would be thrown into the Treasury without a Chance of their being 
converted Hitherto I have exchanged fully more than the Amount of the 
Revenue In the Course of a few months I shall be better able to judge of the 
Efficacy of the measures which. I have adopted in order to realize this Specie 
(New "Para •) The Amount of New Nurranees now in the Treasury will 
appear by the Account to be two Lacks of Rupees Fifty Thousand Rupees 
more having been exchanged, although, in order to prevent Confusion, not 
brought into the Acco*" at the Close of the year, there is in fact not much 
above a Lack & a half of Rupees remaining. I have no doubt but the greatest 
part of this Sum may be exchanged in the months of November & December 
next. 

The Memorandum at the foot of the monthly Accounts of this province 
states the Sum of 2,45,000 Rupees to be due from the Shroffs. On my 
Arrival I found three of them Viz‘ Peretram Chowdry _ Radachurn & 
Ramkunt under a Guard, and they have been continued in Confinement 
ever Since. But I have not been able to obtain from them any part of the 
above Balance. There is now a Sum of New Narranees deposited in the 
Treasury (whiuh was taken out of the Bags delivered m by them as contain- 
ing French Arcot Rupees,) amounting to about 80,000 Rupees. This they 
propose should be exchanged and applied to the Lequidation of the Debt 
against them, They offer to give further the Security of People (whom 
I consider as responsible) for the payment of 42,000 Rupees more in 6 Months 
so as to make up one half of the Debt ; and the remaining half they propose 
to afsign over Bonds & Debts to that amount to the Company. I beg leave to 
refer to a Translation of their Petition, and have only to add that 1 conceive the 
mode proposed for discharging the first moiety of the Debt to be in the present 
Circumstances very eligible ; That the funds pointed out for the payment of 
the last moiety are .precarious ; but at the same time as I have every Reason 
to consider the Shroffs as in a state of Insolvency at least when compared 
with the magnitude of prospect of realezing it by keeping them in Duranee, I 
am inclined to recommand their Case to your favourable Consideration as well- 
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on the Grrounds of the Company’s Interest as from a Motive of Humanity. There’ 
is another Shroff Bungbeharry who has hitherto eluded the Search which was 
made for him in Consequence of your Orders. He is said to be some where 
in Nuddea and I request that you will be pleased to direct the Calcutta 
Committee to endeavour to seize and send him to Rungpore in order that he 
may join with the other Shroffs and contribute towards the Payment of the 
common Debt 

The mention before made of Incursions from morung requires an 
Explanation. — 

The Nephaul Government availing themselves of domestick Disputes, 
seized on some Districts adjoining to Sonafseecotta on the Frontier of 
Bycuntpore- This Country belonged to the Shekim Rajah who is a Vafsal of 
Thibet. The Fouzdar fled to Bengal, & privately, without my knowledge, 
collected some Burkundafses. and in Conjunction with the Shekim’s People 
attempted to regain Pofsefsion He was deputed. Soon after this I received 
representations from the Bycuntypore Rajah that his Country had been inva" 
ded and plundered from the Side of Morung, claiming my Support ; In Conse- 
quence I gradually encreased the Guard or [s?cj the fronture [sec] to a Sooba- 
dar and 100 Sepoys ; 1 at the same time, by a man whom I sent on purpose, 
applied for Redrefs to the Bidjepoor Aumil who is an Offlcer of Nepaul, and 
complained to him particularly against the Sonafeecotta People, and told him 
that Orders had been given to oppose and treat as Enemies all persons who 
attempted to pafs the Borders in a hostile manner At the same time, however, 
I ordered the Soobadar not to Crofs the frontier without my Special Orders, 
except in Oafs of Necefsity Since that time no Depredations have been 
committed- 

I have received the most friendly Afsurances & promises of Redrefs 
from the Bedjepoor Aumil, and I hope, the temperate Line which has been 
pursued, will prevent any further Disturbances, and meet with your 
Afprobation- 

I cannot conclude this Letter without referring the inclosed Petition, 
which I have received from Gunga Persaud the Dewan of this Province not 
being in pofsefsion of the materials on which you were pleased to suspend 
him from his Office, lean only say that I have received no Complaints against 
him since my Arrival here. Your Honble Board will please to judge whether 
his Sufl.erings have been suffecient to expiate the faults with which he was 
charged 

I request you will invest me with Authority to put up to public Sale the 
Pergunnahs in Arrears

About a month ago, a naig, named Seetaiam, with Six Sepoys was sent 
from this to relieve the Guard at Rangamattee By the Complaint of M"" Dow, 
and the Examination of Witnefses, taken in Conseque[nciej it appears, that, 
on their Arrival at Ohilmary, some of the Sepoys seized a Pan[cA] way, which 
was proceeding to Dacca, under charge of a peon belonging to M*" Dow, named 
Gholam Ghose, and he being Absent, compelled the Da[ . . to track up 
the River ; that, in the mean time, the Peon returned, an[cf] a Scuffle ensued 
between him and one of the Sepoys ; The Sepoy was unaim[ . .] the Peon 
had a Sword with which he attacked him and wounded him m two or thi'ee 
places. Upon this the Sepoy got on board the Panc[A] way : act the tracking 
line; and from thence going into another Boat, w[ . . .] some of his Companions 
were, cast loose the Panchway ; that the Peon, with his manjee and Dandees 
thereupon went or board, and- followed the Sepoys, who they said had plund- 
ered the panchw[. .J that when they got up with them, Gholam Ghose laid hold 
of th[.] Boat where the Sepoys were, on which they called out, this man has 
already severally wounded and now comes in order to Kill you. Your Life is at 
Stake, fire” on this the wounded Sepoy, who it appea[rs] is named Sourman 
Sing, fired, and Killed Gholam Ghose 

As soon as I was acquainted with this Unfortunate Affair, I ordered 

Sourman Sing in Arrest, and send him under the Charge of Je [ ] 

Naig, and a Guard of Sepoys to you, in order that he may be tried [ . . ] a 
Court martial, or desposed of in such manner as you, on hearing both Sides, 
may judge proper, not conceiving that I have any Right to inter [, . . . ] 
further than I have done, and seeing may [sfc] weighty objections to deliv- 
[ . . ] up the Presoner to be tried by the Fouzdarry Court 

I have thought proper to order also the Naig, named Seetaram who com* 
manded the party at Chilmary, to proceed to Dacca, as he may be able to 
give material Information or Evidence ; and have also directed Joy Govind 
manjee, Sheruffoodeen, & Suntose, three witnefses sent to me by M"" Dow ; 
together with Seetaram & Fuckerchund manjee, now at Rangamattee (all 
of whom, it appeal's, were present when the Peon was Shot) to attend you 
There were two more Dandees in the Boat with the Peon, one of them named 
Cofseea, who it is said was slightly wounded by the Sepoy, and went from 
Chilmary to his House at Charalgee under Dugdugga in tbe Pergunnah of 
Hofseine Shy in the Dacca Province ; the other, Dookeea who is now reported 
to be at the Same Village. The Attendance of these People, if necefsary, 
can, I suppose, be procured by M"" Shakespear. As I have not seen the 
prisoner, I do not Know what witnefses he may wish to produce. The 
Sepoys, who were in the Boat at the Time, may probably be able to give 
Evidence in his favour, in which Case you will please to inform me of their 
Names & I Shall convey them to Dacca.- 
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Inclosed I also transmit Copees of the Examinatio'i of the witnefses sent 
me by M'' Dow. You will find a Variation in some parts of their Evidence, 
particularly in that of the manjee, who swears that he heard the Report of 
•3 Guns and in the Account of things-said to be plundered out of the Boat. 

It does not become me to say any thing on the Afi’air, further than may 
be necefsary to point out to you the means of Obtaining Evidence A very 
material Circumstance, however, in the Charge seems to be that of the 
plundering^ of the Panchway ; because,- however unwarrantable the original 
Seizure of it may have been, yet, after what the Sepoy had suffered, and after 
abandoning the Boat to the peon. The Circumstance of the Peon’s following 
him and laying hold of the Boat, shewed so determined & Vendictive a Spirit, 
that the Sepoy had good Cause to conceive that he entended to Kill him, and 
to defend himself But, if the Sepoy robbed the Boat, and the Peon went to 
demand back the Effects, I dare say you will be of Opinion [ ] at the Case 
of the Sepoy, as well as of the Peon, would be materially altered.- 

M" Dow wrote me that he had 2000 Rupees in the Boat which was 
plundered, none of the witnefses, whom I have examined, discover the least 
Knowledge of it, although I questioned them very particularly as to this 
Circumstance.

to take pofsefsion of any Lands, Golahs or Goods actually and at the time of 
the receipt of this notice, in pofsefsion of another, that he do forthwith seize 
and confine all Persons concerned in Attempting forcibly to take pofsefsion 
of such Lands, Golahs, or Goods, whomsoever the said Persons may be.- 

I enclose a Translation of the said Perwannah, which I hereby call upon 
all and each of you Gentlemen to take notice of, and, in case of need, to* 
give the Naib every Afsistance in your power to carry the same into execu- 
tion.- 

Having received a Complaint from the Afsistant and Banian of 
M“Culluni against AF Bigger, concerning some Lands and Golahs said to

the 2'^ of this month an officer of the Sheriff, named William Findley, came 
and served me with a Copy of the rule of the Supreme Court of d*'' March and 
shewed me a Warrant to attack Sam Sunder Roy. He told me further that 
he had been to search for Roy ; but that he was from home The Officer 
has lemained here ever since and base come to me seveial times to inform me 
that he had not been able to discover or lay hold of Sam Sunder He is now 
aliout to return to Calcutta. - 

In the Evening of the 12tli of this month. Findley came naked and 
bloody to _ my House. The Wound he had received was in the left Arm 
opposite his Heart, He informed me that he had been attacked by John Moor- 
foot,_ (a European who accompanied him to afsist him in his Businefs,) and 
applied to me to secure this man. As it appeared that Findley, was a little 
in Liquor, I only took down his Deposition and having placed People to 
look after Moorfoot ; I put off taking his Affidavit till next day, when, on his 
again applying and informing me that Moorfoot had quitted the Boat, and 
was making off, I took his Oath to the Truth of the Circumstances, and sent 
a party of Sepoys who seized Moorfoot. Inclosed I have the Honour to 
forward Findley’s Affidavit together with Moorfoots Declaration 

I have sent the latter under a Guard of Sepoys, with directions to 
carry him to the Companys Attorney, in order that he may be delivered 
over to a Justice of Peace, or dealt with as may seem meet Findley returns, 
to Calcutta at the Same time to confirm liis Accusation. —

That he this Deponent cams to Rungpore in company with 
William Findley a Bailiff of the Supreme Court of Judicature as his-Oompa- 
nian That on yesterday being Sunday the 12th June 1780 the said Findley 
went to M' Bogle’s House in order as he the Deponent understood to borrow 
some Money, that on Findleys return to the Boat he the said Findley was 
exceedingly crofs, That the said Findley mifsed some Rupees to the best 
of the Deponents recollection two or three. That Findley’s money was under 
Charge of the Deponent That the Deponent and the said Findley had been 
drinking very hard ever since their arrival at Rungpore, that they had 
some Women in the Boat and if he f his Deponent gave them some money 
(which this Deponent does not recollect having done, though Findleys 
Hircarrah says he did) the Money must have been Findley’s at the Deponent 
had none of his own That Findley yesterday sent an Hircarrah to the 
House of M’’ Dumonlin to enquire for a Letter That Findley said the Hircarrah 
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had brought him an indifferent answer from the said Dumoulin, and 
that he-Findley had a good mind to haul him M' Dumoulin out of his 
House That after this the said Findley accused the Deponent of taking the 
Rupees he mifsed, that the said Findley told this Deponent he would not let 
him continue any longer in the Boat with him - That the said Deponent 
took two Hanger’s brought them on Shore and laid them a crofs each othei 
upon the Ground, and said to Findley as you are a great Man in firing at 
the Black People aud you have accused me with stealing your Rupees I 
challenge you to fight me with Hangers (alluding to th[e] said William 
Findley having three days ago fired a Gun loaded with three Balls at a Black 
Man whom he mifsed, that he loaded the same Gun a second time but with 
what Ball the Deponent does not know, but the Gun mifsed Fire, and that 
tlie only provocation was the Black Man was gafsing into the Tenth which 
the said Findley and Deponent had made of the Boats-Sail/ That Findley 
seemed very different about fighting him the Depone [. .] and that he cannot 
say whether or no Findley took up a Hanger, that the Deponent being much 
enraged made two thrusts at Findley that one pierced his Left arm and in 
avoiding the ther [s^c] he received a wound in the Hand- That the Deponent 
then perceiving Findley was without arms he attacked him with his Fist and 
struck him two or three times about the head, that Findley, run towards the 
waterside after which the Deponent knows not whether he went or what 
became of him. This Deponent further saith that there were in the Boat two 
Guns one a Musquit and the other a fowling Piece and two Cuttafses.

The Rajah represents that his Dewan Luckey Narrain Chowderree went 
to JugeGopa on busiuefs he had with the Fouzidar, that you sent for him and 
asked him for the exclusive right to the trade of Outur Cool & Hucken 
Cool, that he refused you- you in consequence under pretence of a Debt 
due from the Rajah of Risnee to M' Gunderstrape, confined his Dewan 
in your own Guard till he had executed the deed you wanted- after which 
he was released For a proceeding of this unjust and outrageous nature I 
really almost want faith- However till I am favored with your reply I must 
take up the circumstances as represented to me- Your publics Instructions 
must surely differ very widely from what I have the least Idea when you 
take upon yourself at one time to place Guards on the Rajah at another to 
confine his Dewan and for he from him on exclusive Grant, in your own favor 
for an advantageous trade when from any orders I have respecting your 
appointment you are not pofsefsed of the least authority either over the 
Rajah or his Officers- In the Month of February last in consequence of the 
complaint of the Bisnee Rajah of a Guard being placed over him by you. I 
addi'efsed you on the Subject- and though I anserted [s«c] on the Guard being 
recalled you neither complied or replied to my Letter in order to avoid giving 
myself unnecefsary trouble in matters of this kind I do declare if you do not 
reply to this Letter you will not again hear fro m me on the Subject at the

Ram Sunkur Roy your Sezawul art ived ivith your Perwannah and I have 
acted as you direeted- 

The Zemindar of this place in order to impede my biisinefs has retained 
the Naib, Talsildar. Dufter Aumenee Shnmar Navise, Buxey and all the 
Zemindarry Aumlahs within his liouse- 
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Ram Sunkur sent Setteram Roy his nephew to the Zemindar, who 
requued of him to cause all the Aumluhs to attend the Cutcherry, with their 
Accounts-the Zemindar at this seemed exceedingly satisfied and promised 
the next day to send them- About this time a Letter was received from the 
Rajah’s Dewan Ram Bullub who is in Calcutta, forbidding eithei the Office 
[..] to attend or any Accounts to be produced till he leturned, this in 
Consequence alteied their behaviour. 

Ram Sunker and I jointly the next day ifsued a Summo [ . ] for the 
Zemindarry Aumlahs to attend the Cutcherry with tlieir ^Lccounts winch we , 
sent with our People — The Zemindai having collected three or four hundred 
Peons and Burcundofses and two Parties of Seapoys whom they bribed 
to join them and who had been sent by the Gentleman of Purnea to 
collect the Balance of last Year drew them up befoie his house and 
lefused our people entrance or to comply with our request- On the 
the KP'’ J einadie-ul-Samaie M' Goodlad’s Perwannah on the Sub 3 ect of 
holding the Pooneah with one from Bahadur Sing to the same purport 
arrived — I sent these Perwannahs by Gormuck Sing & some of my people to 
the Zemindai — The Zemindar disputed his Authority, Gormuck Sing repl 
[. . .]h“ had the Perwannahs with him & desired him to se[. .] one of his 
Aumluhs 10 inspect rhem. Bullaby Caunt Naib of the Zemindar was sent for 
this pill pose at this tune the two paities of Seapoys under the command of 
Giingeram Hawaldar ifsued foith & seizing Bulluby Caunt placed him in the 
Guard and declared till such tune as he had realized the Balance he was sent 
to collect he would neither suffer any Auraluh to attend or the Pooneah to be

I have endeavoured as 
much as pofsible to realize the Balance hut the inability of the Zemindars 
has rendered <dl my effoits to little effect As the circumstance that have 
occasioned it are not altogether inadmifsible. I am induced to hope that the 
inclosed terms held forth by the Zemindars will meet with your indulgence. 
The exceeding heavy lams of last Year in the month of August destroyed 
gi*eat part of the Crop, the cheapnefs of Grain prevented the Ryots from 
disposing of what escaped to advantage. & the severe lofs sustained in the 
Tobacco Crop from the Hail, has rendered it very difficult to realize the 
Revenue- 

The Zemindars of the Pergunnah Coondee have a plea for a deduction of 
9000 Rupees for the indulgence granted the Nicauds belonging to the Honble 
Company’s Factory, who from the time they enter into employ are exempt 
from all Abwabs, as the Zemindars in no settlement that has been yet made 
for Rungpore, have i eceived any remifsion on this Account, you will judge 
how far admifsible their claim is, the Balance, besides this Sum that appear 
against them, is very cons’dei’able, & for which they will entei into no 
compromise, alledging it arises from a dificiency of Produce, but as they 
have no plea to urge but what will hold equally good with the other 
Zemindars, I ’’ [. .] not esteem them entitled to greater indulgance- 

The Zemindar of the Pergunnah of Coonhnea who is a woman, has 
absented herself from her District ever since the Month of Poose, the 
Balance that appears due from her is very considerable, & is the more aggra- 
vating as the Pergunnah is by no means overrat [. . .]"any Zemindar not a 
female, who had been guilty of equal misconduct would undoubtedly have 
meiited the resentment of Government, but as a Woman has only to depend 
on her Officers for the Management (if her Zemindarry any misconduct must 
be imputed to them especially in the present Instance, as I have every reason 
to think her absconding was at their instigation, & as they had the entire 
management of the Collections, can only attribute the present Balance to 
their ill behaviour. Had she absconded at the Beginning of the Year the 
Pergunnah might have been farmed at its present Jumma, but as the year 
was almost at an end when I was appointed to my Collectorship, the Balance 
very considerable, & the Mofufsil in the greatest confusion my sending a 
Sezawul would only have freed the Zemindar from responsibility, without 
any salutary effect whatever- As her Gomastahs have entered into the same 
terms for the discharging of her balance as the other Zemindars of Rungpore, 
you -will judge if her request i[. .] admifsible. 

I have to request should you approv[.] of the Terms offered by tlie 
Zamindars for discharging their Balance, that you will hold their Zemindarries 
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as responsible for their performance, for it will only be on that footing I shall 
ever be able to lecover it - 

I had the honor to tepreseat to you all the particulars of the Pergunnah 
Battishazairy or By [. . . .jpore the Zemindarry of Rajah Durrup Deo m the 
letter I addrefsed to you of the 3r‘ March - If any pergunnah of Rungp[. . .]

The KiSt due to Government for the Month of Sawun, I remitted 
by Bills of Exchange on the house of Juggut Seat, at present, in consequence 
of no time being fixed for the Sight at whicli Bills aie to be drawn, Juggut 
Seat, has forbid his Gomastah from granting any more, I theiefore hope 
that a petiod of twenty days may be allowed for the payment of each Bill, 
agreeable to which without fuither excuse, I will deliver Bills on the House 
of Juggut Seat- 

Being apprehensive of incurring the displeasure of the Gentlemen, 
as they might piobably not approve of Bills being drawn at any perioJ, I 
have dispatched the Kist due for the Mouth of Baudun in _ Specie _ to 
Moorsheilabad. but it consisted of Rupees of all kinds, and notwithstanding 
I have repeatedly wiitten to Behadiu Sing to exchange as fast as pofsible 
and pay in Sicca Rupees-yot, in consequence of the Mint at Moorshedabad 
being Stopped, and the geiieial demand for Siccas ail over the Couiitiy at 
this time, they are very difficult to be procured- if tlierefoie any delay 
should take place in exchanging the money I have sent into Siccas, I hope 
the Gentlemen will so far favour me as to direct M‘ Hosea to receive fiom 
my brother Behadur Sing, Rupees of all kinds, and grant Bills equal to 
the amount of my Kists, that the said Rupees do lemain in deposit till such

of Gaunt Naut the late Rajah’s Brother - I esteemed an act of humanity 
considering the very distrefsed State in which they have been kept for some 
years past - It appeared to me during this investigation that it was the 
design of the Zemindary Aumlah to bring up the Young Rajah in the utmost 
State of Ignorance pofsible - In examing [sic] their Accounts you will not

occasionally met with the most unwarrantable opposition - About two Months 
ago [i2]ajah Davey Singh in order to recover the very heavy Balance he had 
mcLiired, sent a Sezawul into Goragaut - the [G]flficei-s of the Rajah collected 
together a vast number of Buicundafses and threatened to Force on the 
Sezawul - if he did not return Rajah Davey Sing was obliged to apply to me 
for Afsistance- and in order to [6r]ing the Zemindar to obedience- I dis- 
patched a large party of Seapoys seize him, and both his Jemautdars [. .] 
Burcundafses and sent them in confinement to denagepore he remained there 
for some time under restraint during which both Rajah Davey Sing and myself 
did all that laid in cur powei to recover his Balance [/]rom him but m vam- 
at length he promised if we would permit him to leturn to thn Mofufsil that

t.he poorer Ryotts in Insurrections of this kind are only a deluded multitude 
led on by their more designing Busneahs, I would by all means recommend 
to you to be as sparing as you pofsibly can of them consistant with our grand 
object of quieting this tumult, you will not tho’ hesitate where they make any 
stand against you to fire on them- If they run you will pursue them and take 
as many Prisoners as you pofsibly can, and if among those you capture you 
should 'find any of the Bufseneyahs who have already come m to you, received 
your promise of pardon, had all their Complaints settled and leturned to their 
houses afsuring you of future good behaviour, I do direct that on j’Our 
apprehending such Bufseyneahs, you immediately hang up one or two of the 
most guilty, as a public Example, Without this I see no hope of being able in 
any shape to get the better of this tumult- It is with great concern I ifsue 
you an order of this kind, but matters are now at such an alarming hight 
that nothing but an uncommon act of authority can surmount it, and I 
plainly see unlefs you execute with vigor the orders I now give you every 
Officer in the Country belonging to the Farmer will be murdered- whereas 
by making an example or two on the spot, the tumult will be quelled and the 
Lives of many People both Ryotts and Officers saved by it-

spears, as I advised the sepoys to disguise themselves Over with white 
cloths the Ding allowed them to come very nigh, taking them for Burgun- 
dafses whom they are not affraid of- The sepoys when near enough threw 
off the white Cloth & and fired about three Rounds among them, then 
charged them with Bayonets as did the Horsemen with their swords a great 
many have been killed & wounded The Jemedar counted upwards of sixty 
dead on the plain, & fifty six presoners are Arrived here One Prisonei died 
of his wounds on the Road, I have not learnt as yet, what leading men aie 
among the slain or the Prisoners The Greater pait of them are from Beyhar 
Many of the Patgong Rhyots are Among the Prisoners.

At this time 
you sent a Tafseleynammah and a Paun with Lollah Manick Chund and 
Najir Gomany, we thought they came to seize us, we therefore fled, and on 
hearing that at Gour Mohun Chowderrey was at Dimlah we resolved to go to 
him and getting him to protect us inquire the reason why these People had 
cpme, with this intention we went to Dimlah, the said Chowderry had 
collected 250„ Seapoys and Burcundafses and 3„ Horsemen, one Body of us 
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went before the other followed, those who went before received a fiie by 
which four Ryots were killed and five wounded, by this means a great upioar 
took place, and it was not know what man struck another, we afterwards 
heard the Chowderiy was killed, we come from Dimlah to Calpanny when 
Lollah Manick Chund and the Na^ir gave us Paun and Delafsah, - we are 
Ryots you are Chief if the Durrivillah for two Years is excused us, the 
Narainy Cuirency established and the collections stopped for the two next 
months we may leturn with satisfaction to our Houses - You are head of one 
Country, we have a thousand Countries to go to. You are Chief we are

the Balances due from Gour Mohun &c* Farmers, who were murdered in the 
late disturbances,- Tho’ the Bundabust was so easy to the Zemindars yet they 
from the beginning of the Year to the end of Augun never paid me a whole 
Kist, being remedilefs 1 was forced to repair myself to Rungpore in the 
month of Poose, T took from them Waddabundys, in part of which I realized 
one Kist, when in the month of Maug from the Villany of some of the 
Zemindars a General insurrection, took Place and all Collections were

Gentlemen, 

Since I had the Honor of addrefsing you on the 6“‘ February my 
time has been so taken up in endeavours to quell the unfortunate disturb- 
nnees that broke out m this district, that I have not had leisure to wiite 
jou so fully as the nature of the Subject required, - They being at length 
appeased I set down to lay before you the particulars of my conduct in this 
affair,, my Situation for this month past has been a more a cretical one than 
«ver any Collector yet was nor placed in, I have had a Riot to quell the most 
formidable that ever happened in Bengal, - Had I adhered solely to the little 
authority invested in me, every thing fatal was to be expected - The officers 
of the mofufsil were murdered, wherever they could be found, and the whole 
authority of Government was entirely annihilated, impelled by necefsity I 
Jiave had to Act entirely from the dictates of my won [sec] reason, The orders 
I have been obliged to ifsue, have been attended with the Lofs of many Lives, 
this Circumstance tho’ the consequence of absolute necessity, most still be 
repugnant to ones feelings, and when I came to consider the whole of what 
has happened in consequence of the authority I have been obliged to afsume, 
the situation of my mind till such time as my Conduct has undergone the 
most minute investigation can much better be conceived than exprefsed, - 
I begin therefore my narrative from the first intimation I had of any disturb- 
ance and continue it down to the time of its being appeased- 

On 7“" Maug the Farmer first sent me information of the insurrection 
and requested I would giant him a military Force in order to quell it, this 
I refused as 1 judged the Ryotts would not rise without Cause, and I should 
have deemed it ciuel to have submitted them to military Chastisement 
without first hearing what they had to say, instead therefore of complying 
with the Request of the Farmer I wrote the Ryotts a Perwannah N,, 1,, they 
wrote me an answer N,, 2,, and I replied to them N 3,, - In order to render 
this Perwannah as efficacious as possible I on 15“* of Maug proclaim’d by 
beat of Tomtom throughout the Town that no body was to pay more for the 
L ands they cultivate than Rate of 1187,, and whoever demanded more, I wold 
{s2c] punish most severely,- I also called on the Zemindars and made them 
■execute the mutchulka N 4,, as this was every thing a Person in my situa- 
tion could do, I had nothing left when I found these lenient measures 
ineffectual but the application of Military force, by this time the Ryotts had 
murdered Gour Mohun Chowdeiry and several of his People they had 
devided themselves into Bodies some of whom went into Denagepore in order 
to excite the Ryotts there to Join them, while others went into defferent 
parts of Rungpore where the Ryotts were yet peaceable and compelled them 
to accompany them, - They appointed among themselves a Nabob and Dewan 
and all the neeefsary officers to a regular Government, they levied a Tax 
throughout the Counti’y under the Head of Dliing Curtcha to Defray

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their Expences and they came to the determination of extirpating the molufsil 
Aumlah wherever they could find them, the consequence was they were 
obliged to fly to save their Lives, the money therefore that was in the 
different Cutcherries together with the effects of the officers became an easy 
prey to them, and the sweets of Plunder in addition to the spirit of Revolt 
made them more daring- The Insurrection now put on the moft formidable 
appearance and I had every reason to fear that Denagepore would be involved, 
in the same calamity- I therefore collected a force as fast as possibly could 
and turned my whole attention towards preventing the Insurrection from 
spieading there, this I was fortunately soon able to accomplish, I sent 
Lieutenant Macdonald to the Westward frontier of the district- I directed 
him to hold out to the Ryotts the same Terms as I had offered them, that 
those Bufseyniahs who came into him in his summons, should be immediatily 
pardoned, on promise of future good behaviour, that those who did not. 
attend he should send and burn their Houses, and if any Bodies attempted 
to oppose him he should fire on them, after burning two or three of their 
Houses, the rest of that part of the Country came in to him and every thing- 
on that Side of the district was soon quieted, the Parties whom I sent against 
those who had entered Denagepore very soon settled all Disturbances there^ 
and by leaving strong Tannalis in such Places as I deemed necefsary, effec- 
tually prevented their breaking out again, such Prisoners those as I appre- 
hended I let go on promise of future good behaviour, indeed they did not 
appear to me culpable for it was evident they had been forced into the 
Insurrection by the Ryotts of Rungpore- A Party of the Insurgents who 
kepr to the noithward gave me more trouble than all* the rest for it is only 
within these few days I have been able to quell them, they surrounded the 
Party I sent against them and had I not reinforced them with a Subadar and 
30„ Seapoys they had certainly being cut off they shot one of my Burcundafses 
and on the a Party then pioceeded to the Pergunnah Tepah 

where they rnurdered the Naib and Seven or Eight of his People, this last, 
outrage had like to have been attended with a Second general Revolt, those 
Bufsneyahs_ whom Lieutenant Macdonald had before pardoned encouraged 
by the Spirited proceedings of this one remaining Party, and the universal 
Panic with which they had struck all the Mofufsil Aumlah, were again on 
the Eve of taking up arms, it was then I was under the necefsity of sending 
Lieutenant Macdonald the order N“ 5- The afsuming a Power that effects^ 
Life and death is never to be justified but on the greatest emergences, my 
situation as I observed to you before was the most cretical that ever a 
Collector w^aS placed in, the state of the Country required the naost active 
and vigorous exertions in order to quiet it- I had no time to wait for orders 
from my Superiors, and had I ever given the Insurgents an Idea that I was 
deficient in Authority to punish them, I never could have got the better of 
the Insuryection,- At the first appearance of any disturbance I had tried 
every thing- that I pofsibly could device to quiet it by lenient means, and I 
must so far observe that had any real Grievances been the Cause of their 
rising, the meas[. . . . ] had been effectual- Even after I sent Lieutenant 
Macdonald against them I or|[ ... j to pardon promiscuously who ever came- 
in to him I imagined the dread of the resen [ . . ] of Government for the 
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outrages they had committed, might still keep them m ar [ . . . . J a Principal 
[sicj of self defence, but when I found that lenient measures had no effec [ . ] 
they s+ill continue'd to murder the Mofufsil Officers, and that the Pardons 
they only postponed the Insurrection tdl they had another opportunity to 
break I thought it absolutely necefsary to adopt a mode of severity that 
would strike a [ . . . ] Terror and I thought it could fall no where with so 
much Justice as on those should again Revolt after having once received

Inconsequence of an order from the Huzzoor I went in company with 
Husen Ally, Nuzeer Mahomed & Dulled Cawn to Seize Sundee Mundah &o^ 
Budhull in the Pergunnah Suntofs on Account of a Complaint made against 
them by Gunganarain Vakeel of Baharbund for murder, on Our Arrival we 
presented the Summons to the Gomastah & Desired him to give up the people 
he hesitated for some time & refused at length, afterwords he produced 
Chundun mundul. Security for the Appearance of Sundee mundull &c“ & said 
you will get the people you want from this man, we then with Chundee 
inundee went to Pattree tullah, where he delivered to us Sundee Mundell & 
Nockeree Mundell, & told us that the rest were gone to Denagepore, when 
they return I will give then to you we staid theie ; & they gave us some 
Victuals a few days after - we received information that Lolla & the others 
were coming from Dinagepore we said it was well if they come here we 
shall then Seize the People We want agreeably the said Lolla with a few people 
and the other defendant ariived, & sent 25 Hircurrahs & Peons to us wish- 
ing to seize by force from us Sundee mundell we disputed but they did 
not that day take the people away, the next morning the said Lalla & Sheeb- 
naut Turrofdar beat a Tom. Tom. Collected a great number of people with 
Sticks & other weapons & came to us we said whose orders have you - to 
come in this manner to oppose us, we are sent here by order of the Huzzoor & 
men* [aec] Act according to that we are not come to fight, they answered Your 
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master is now dismifsed, we shall not obey his orders if you have a mind to 
save your lives you must immediately go away on seeing the Dustuck they 
threw it away, & abused us - And took the Prisoners from us- made us repay 
what we had received as Rove kaiach & then confined us - I escaped & have 
given the information at the Huzzoorthe three people who went with me are 
still confined.

Conformable to your orders under date the 14'"' April last - 1 
eniei od on Charge of the Districts of Rungpore and GoraGaut, and accom- 
panying I have the Honor to forward you the Papers of the Settlement I have 
made - As I deem it necefsary to give you every information in my power 
relating to Rungpore I take the Leveity [sec] of intruding on your time with 
the following Particulais - 

The first Step I took aftei the receipt of jour orders was to obtain from 
the Zemindars a Statement of the ability of each mehal, - The Papers they 
gave me serves as the ground Work for my Settlement - When I first 
obiained thefe Papeis I was very deffident of them and I sent Aumeens into 
each Pergunnah in order to compare them with Such Mofufsd Accounts as 
they should Inable to procure, 1 then set about incouraging rhe Ryots Return 
to their Cultivation - It had all along been a matter of Surpuse to me that 
during the time of the Disturbances when I gave Orders the Ryots Should 
pay no more the Lands they cultivated than the Rate of 1187, that order had 
not instantly Stopped the insurrection, but when I saw these papers of the 
Zemindars and Perceived the deductions the Ryots had taken out, and 
campared [sfc] them with what had been afsefsed m lieu of them I was no 
longer astonished - Let me take the Liberty to recommend these Papers to 
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your Attention, they will give you as clearer Idea of the manner in which 
Businefs is carried on in this District than any thing I can write on the 
subject, and you may then be able to determine with what Degree of Right 
the Ryots have to Complain of Injustice, - To settle a Rate for to msuing 
Year so as to keep the Ryots Satisfied was a matter exceedingly defiicult — they 
had taken deductions in the two last years to the Amount of 3,86,474.,3„7,,2 
in lieu of this there had been in two years afsefsed on them 1, 80, 126, ,16, ,15,, 3- 
to have given up to them these new afsefsments and resumed their Deductions 
was what they never would agree to - and indeed it would have been unjust, 
for a large a part of them might have been proper - it is very extraordinaiy 
there is no account of these diductions with the Zemindars any further than 
such a sum - granted to such a B’ariner, and such a sum granted to a Tollok 
but for what purposes they have no explanation I had soon the satisfaction 
to find that m consequence of your timely orders to me and the promif [...]- 
I had made the Royts of settling with them m such a manner as their 
Revenue should be easy to them, and above all the means that were left 
them from having had the whole produce of the Tobacco & Opium Cro] s to 
themselves (for they have paid no Revenue since the end of Poos/ that in 
spite - - of all the Late Terrible disturbances I had absolutely got a Consider- 
able increase of - Cultivation more than last year I told them therefore I 
would as I had promised them give up the Duriivellah of the two last yeais, 
that they also should give up the Delafsah Cummey & nyrreeck Cummey 
but that what was either Foutey or Firarey or abad Cummey that is arising 
either from Deaths Desertion or Decrease of Cultivation should not be 
demanded from them in short to leave the Rate of the Lauds t>hey Cultivated 
the same as 1187 - at this many of the Ryots were satisfied, many were 
difsatisfied those whose diductions had been small . readily consisted those 
who had considerably reduced their Jumma opposed it - I had a vast deal of 
trouble and lost much time in settling this matter, and indeed it was not 
tell [s7c] I had consented in One or two Pergunnahs to allow even the Dalaf- 
sah Cummey & nyreeek Cummey as a deduction that I could by any means 
content them, whenever - tho’ I did this I took Matchulkas from them that

settling the Jummabundy of last year agreeable to the Taxation of 1187 - and 
had I got this I should have wanted no other Papers but the Ryots whether 
from fear of being called on for their Balances, or instigated by the Zemindars 
to conceal ilieir peculations, under pretence of getting me to yield them the 
Delafsah Cummey and nyreeek Cummey, trifled with the* Aumeens till I 
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returned from Calcutta when I had Obsolutely no time left to do any thing of 
the kind - as I theiefore had no regular Papers guide me - f turned my 
thoughts towards the mofufsii Ifarmers, I found after I had Settled with the 
Ryots to their satisfaction that on an average the Farmers were will to continue 
their Farms on the Terms of last year - this insured me 4,30,000,, „ As I 
naturally concluded if the resuming the Delafsah and nyreeck Cummey would 
inable the Farmers to continue their Terms of last year, that it must operate 
equally forcible on what was khaus I theiefore Determind Mofufsel Jumma 
of last year, - as the Standard for my Settlement in making the Bundehust 
I have obtained on increase on staf 1,80,125,. 15„15„3 - and this is full as 
much as I shall be able to realize - I am now taking from the Farmers & 
Zemindars with whom I have Settled the Tauhund Millaney that is obltgmg’ 
them to shew me mofufsii assets for the Sums they have engaged to pay to 
Government, I have alieady got near half of the mehals finished the remain- 
der will be ready in four or five Days, when I shall be perfectly Satisfied of 
what I have Settled being forth coming - As to forming the Papers in the 
manner pointed out by you is a work of great delicacy and of time, to have 
begun a measurement at the beginning of the year would have alarmed the 
Ryots and Stopped all Cultivation, as they would have been at Lofs to account 
for what purposes I was doing it - my great object was to get as mucii 
Cultivation as 1 pofsibly could and an oider to obtain that it was obsolutely 
necefsary I should give them no alarm - At present I have estableshed in 
Auminey Sherista to keep exact Accounts of the mofufsii settlement for this 
year down to the lowest Ryots - and in Month of Cautic when I have got the 
Ryots fairly in for the Khurreef Harvest and it is impofsible I can injure the 
Cultivation I will then begin a general measurement and shall be able to 
form a Ruckbabundey Hnstabood of the whole District, and from which you 
will be able to find out what it leally canserts of, and know in what manner 
to afcertain its ability I will know this will accasion [s?c] vast noise and 
difsaticfaction, but from the confused state in which every thing is in at 
present and the total Ignorance in which Government are in of the District 
it is Obsolutely necefsary,- For this reason I have made the Leases for only 
One Year that I may be able to avail myself of whatever may Cup up, and I 
have little doubt but next Year I shall be able to obtain the Jumma of 1187,- 
In order to present too general a Confusion I have kept the two small Mehals

I have now the Pleasure to reply to your Letter of the 13''’' Ultimo 
containing the Directions of the Honble Boa[. .] to take Such measures as 
may Appear necefsary to Sustain- the Infant Rajah of Cooch Behar in his 
right of Succefsio[n] to afford Protection and Support to the Ranny, to 
prevent the Excuse of Any impioper Influence by nazir deo ; to set aside the 
Title of Joobraje afsumed by his son and to Select Some Person to be 
entrusted with the management of the District during the nonage of the 
Rajah- and desiring I wil[.] transmit you such Information as I may be able 
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to obtain of the Character and Conduct of the Cosaine and Dewan of the late 
Rajah as well as of the other Relations and Dependan[.] of the Family - 

As it was necefsary to Send a JPerwannah to Beyhar to require the 
deputation of Some Person to execu[. .] the usual Kistbundy for the Tribute 
of the Present year, when I received your Instiuctions for the Settlment of 
the[ . . ] Provinces generally, amongst the Circular Perwanuahs- which were 
ifsued notifying your Orders ; I wrote one in the usual foim in the name of 
the young Rajah of Cooch Beyh[. .] The Answer winch was from the Ranny, 
brought the subj[...] befor me - 

The Rannys Letter beformentioned in Answer to my Perwannah m the 
Name of the Rajah informed me, that Surbanund, Cosaine Cooroo and 
Cosfinau[.] Sewrie, dewan, the Servants of her husband the late Raj[. .] 
Durjindernarain and elected & continued by her were at Rungpore, that they 
were vested with Power to transact all the Businefs of the Ra^ehye and she 
would Abide by and ratify their Acts and no others that they would inform 
me of the Conduct of Nazir deo who had afsumed to himself the sole manage- 
ment of the Country and had hopefsed [s 2 c] himself of the Rajah’s Seal, and 
desiring they might be Sent home as Soon as pofsible - 

Tn consequence Surbanund Gofsaine and Cafsinaut Sewrie dewan being 
called on - They informed me, that on the Death of the Late Rajah, his 
infant son, Hurrindernarain had been regularly proclaimed, but that a few 
days afterwards, Kogmdernarain a fervant of the Households held the Office 
of Nazir deo, during the Life time of the Late Rajah, had usuiped the Sole 
and Exclusive management to himself had dismifsed the Old Servants of the 
Household, had Appointed his own Son, a youth of about Seven years old, 
Joobraje or Deputy Rajah and Office & Ihtle imprecedented had pofsefsed - 
himself of the Rajah’s Seal & had Seized all the Appendages of the Rajehye - 
and that untill his Influence was Set aside the Ranny would neither think 
herself or the Young Rajah infafety or the Country under any Kind of 
Subordination and Government and could not be Answerable for the 
Company’s Tribute.- Reverting to my Predecefsors Letter of the 2"'^ January 
last on this Subject wherein he speaks of the offices of Dewan Deo and Nazir 
Deo, from which a Conclufion might be formed that they were hereditary a 
Sanction which alone could warrant the independant Part Nazir Deo, Appears 
to have acted I called for a Geneological Table of the Cooch Beyhar Family, 
desiring it might also state the Offices Abovementioned and by whom held, 
from the earliest Period which the traditionary Annals of the Family might 
enable them to furnish which having obtained, under Examination from the 
Conongoe’s office, and conceiving it will afford you more authentic Informa- 
tion and be more conclusive as to the right of management during the young 
Rajah’s minority than any thing I can offer on the Subject, I transmit a Copy 
herewith - 

With this Table before you, it only remai[. .] for me to give you the 
heft Discription I have been able to collect of the Offices of the Dewan Deo ” 
and “Nazir Deo,” and to poin [.] out Such of the Surviving relations and 
Dependants of the late Rajah as are Capable and proper for the management 
during the Rajahs Nonage - 
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“ Dewan deo,” and “ Nazir Deo”, are only Titles peculiar to this Family 
The Businefs of the Eajehye is dmde[ . ] into three nominal Branches, and 
the Resources of the Country into three nominal Divisions- thus : — 


Rajah, or Office of Rajah-Annaes 6,, - - 

Dewan Deo, or Naib Rajah 1 - - 


Nazii Deo, or Commander of the Forces 
& Paymaster 


but. these are only Official Distinctions, not personal Appe[«]dages ; and the 
meaning of the nominal Division of the reso[wr]ces 1 understand to lie this - 
That the first Portion of Six Annaes of the whole, were to be Applied to 
the Kaulumdaun, or private Expences of the Rajah : the Second - of One 
Annae, to the Expences of the Household, Collections and the las[ ] of 
Nine Annaes, (of which Eight ai'e now paid to the Company as Tribute) to 
the Sujiport and maintenance of Troops which they were formerly obliged to 
keep 111 Pay to Defend them from the frequent Incursions of their neighbours 
but that no Division of Right or Territory has ever been made, and the whole 
has uniformly been committed to the sole management of a Dewan, as heie- 
after mentioned - 

The Appointments to the Offices of Dewan Deo, and Nazir deo, are 
Solely in the Gift of the Rajah in like manner with eveiy other Arrangement 
appertaining to the Rajehye ; and the Persons holding them are Servants of 
the State - The former is only honorary without having any pailiculai Duty 
affixed to it - the Pei son holding the Appointment at present, is Sorindre- 
narain. Brother of the late Rajah, and uncle of tjie present who has held the 
office during the different Rajahships of Dhuijindeinaram Darundienaraio 
and the Second of Dhurjindrenarain intermediate during the Time of 
Rajindernarain he was a Presoneis [s 2 c] in the Hands of the Booteahs who 
carried him away with Dhurjindernarain 

The office of Nazir Deo is that of “ Senaputty ” or Commander of the 
Forces and Paymaster, and when the Rajah is on the musnud, the Nazir deo 
holds the Chattie, oi Canopy of State, Over him but the former Part of this- 
office has been merely titulary ever since Cooch Behar became tributary te 
the Company in 1773 ; as their Rabble of Troops was then disbanded, and in 
case of any Disturbance threatening the Country, Application has evei Since 
been made to the Collector of Rungpore for Afsistance- The office of Nazir 
Deo, is now held by Kogindrenarain Cooer confered on him by the late Rajah 
on the Derruse [s«c] of Ruddoonarain the Son of Obeynaiain - 

With respect to the Surviving relations and dependants of the late 
Rajah - 

He left two Wives, and a son , by one of them and two half Brothers. - 
The Brothers aie, 

Sorrendrenarain, holding the Office of Dewan Deo as befoie mentioned, 
and now elected by the Ranny as one of her ministers. - 
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Bykuntnarain, A man of loose Character - 

without Employment 

These are the Only relations necefsary to mention feparately from the 
Geneological Table. - 

The particular Dependants of the Rajehye not relations, are, Surbanund 
Gosame, Gooroo mookteearr or manages Cofsenaut Sewiie Dewan. 

These two Persons were the only Acting minister [.] to whom all affairs 
were committed in Conjunction with the Ranny even during the Life time 
of the late Rajah , foi, I find, that even then She was the mallick, or ruler- 

The former has held the Office of mookteea [ . ] from the Commencement 
of the first Reign of Dliurjindre-Narain except during the Interval of his 
being in the Hands of the Booteahs. 

The latter has been in the Family twenty five Years and held the Office 
of Dewan ever since the Country became tributary to the Company in 1773.- 
They are both near 60 Years of Age, and from every Information I have been 
to Obtain are men of unexceptionable Characters and both revered and beloved 
thro’ out the Neighbouihood of Behar. — The Length of their Services is Testi- 
money of it - These are the fame Persons mentioned to you by the Ranny’s 
Vakeel in Calcutta, who in Conjunction with Sorrendrenarain Dewan Deo, the 
Uncle of the Rajah beforementioned, the Ranny has elected, or rather 
confirmed as her ministry for the management of the Rajehye during the 
nonage of the Rajah.- 

Kogindrenarain Cooer- the Person already Spoken of holding the Office 
of Nazir Deo, who afsumed the Charge of the Country on the Demise of the 
late Rajah- He is represented to me, as a man of an intriging Disposition ; 
and, by all I can learn, more fit to head a Band of Decoytes than to be 
entrusted with the Affairs of a State.- 

These are the principal Dependants of the Rajehye ; nor do I Learn that 
there are any others fave their Subordinate Officers.- 

* There is a Point of Ceremony respecting Inheritance said to be peculiar 
to this Family mentioned in the Collectors’ Letter of the 2^ January last 
which it may not be improper for me to explain before I close the Subject 
He had been informed., “ that on the Death of a Nazir Deo, no new one can 
succeed but by the Rajah’s Appointment, and, on the Demise of a Rajah, no 
new One can be appointed but by the Nazir Deo”;- 

The former Part of this Position is certainly authentic ; for the Office of 
Nazir Deo, is solely in the Gift and Disposal of the Rajah, and the Person 
holding it removable at Pleasure-but, by all the Intelligence I have been 
able to obtain the lattei Part of the Position is founded on misinformation.- 
a Singular Custom of this Family is, that on the Death of a Rajah, the 
Succefsor shall be proclaimed and seated on the musnud before the funeral 
Ceremony of the deceased be performed ; they, therefore afsembl [ . ] as soon 
after the Demise as pofsible, to proclaim the succefsoi .- at this Ceremony the

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Nazir deo officially holds the Chattre or Oauopy o£ slate Ovei the new rajah 
without which the Ceremony would bo incomplete :-and hence, I fancy (foi 
I cannot find any other Ground for it unlefs it be, that, in former times, the 
nazir deo had the Tioops at his Command and, thro’ them, could dispose 
of the Rajehye to whom he pleased) the Idea that no new rajah can be ap- 
pointed without the Consent of the Nazir deo, nor does it- -follow by any 
means, that if the Person holding the Office of Nazir deo. Should refuse 
to do his duty, that the Heir-Apparent Should be set aside . on the 
contrary I find and what is very natural and reasonable, that the Heir 
Apparent would immediately nominate another Person to the Office of Nazir 
deo, and that with the Exception mentioned in note a in the Table on the 
Isue of Kurgonarain respecting Fealty or Obedience as a Hookumburdar by 
all r can learn Inheritances are legulated in Cooch-Beyhav by much the Same 
Principles of- Birthright and Justice, as m other Countries*.

Aumlah, entirely owing to their Absence . and conceiving it to be the Spirit 
and meaning of your Orders, now before me. to Afford her and the Infant 
Rajah every Degree of Support and piotection. I thought it my Duty to 
comply , and Accordingly dispatched them into the mofufsol as soon as they 
had executed the Rajah’s Agreements Cor the present Year’s levenues, 
Accomiianied, at their particular Request ; by an Escort of Seapoys for tlieii 
Protection, and An officer from hence with Instructions to see youi Orders 
Complied with, and I trust, the neceCsity of it will plead my Apology to you 
for not Sending them to Calcutta.

Temporary Conti ibutions of this Nature are by no means more unusual 
in Estern than other Kingdoms, and the Mode of furnishing Supplies by Tax 
is much the Same in both Under the Mogul Government as well as I am 
informed extraordinary Services were invariably defrayed by extraordinary 
Taxes,- never from the ordinary Refources of the State : and that occasion- 
al Supplies have been furnished from the two Subahs of Bengal and Bahar 
under the Denominations of Khaus Navez, Choute Nuzzerut, Poostabundy 
Bahaye - Khelaut Chunder and Mangun, (the two first of which only are at 
this time included under the established Jumma derived by our Govern- 
ment) to the Amount of forty, fifty, Sixty, and often One Hundred Laac of 
Rupees : and in like manner the present Contribution for public Magazines 
will be fulfilled Neither the Zemindars in this or any other Part of the 
Country will pay it from any Stock of their own but as usual levy it from 
the Country under the Denomination of ‘‘ Mungun,” or Want, and, as a 
Measure of Finance adopted by the Government ii will their [sfc] meet a 
ready and voluntary Concuirence — In well regulated Zemindarries even 
when Mangun has been privately asked by the Zemindars the Ryotts under- 
standing it as necefsity of the Zemindars Household or Requesition for 
Services beneficial to the Zemmdarry it has been known to meet a ready 
and voluntary consent If such Supplies were readily furnished under the 
Mogul Government where neither Life Leberty or Property were secure, it 
ought not to be Supposed that under the Mildnefs & Securety of English 
protection and laws, where those Blefsings are Sacredly preserved to them 
as far as the English Arm can reach Landholders will be lefs inclined to 
yeild the fame Acquesience -

Inconsequence I beg leave to inform you, that a suit has been instituted 
in the Adawlot by Luckynaut Nundy the Zemindar of Baharbund Against 
Neel Kaunt Roy the Zemindar of Bheterbund laying a Claims to Lands pofsef- 
sed by the Latter to the amount of three Thousand One hundred and Sixty 
one Rupees 4 annas & four Gundah, annual Rent under the denomination of 
Mahal Whyraunny which at the desire of the Parties was refer’d to Arbitra- 
tion and the Arbitiators are still setting. You will find this suit inserted 
N° 456 - in the Account Adawlot Deposits which Acoompanyed my Letter to 
the register of the Sudder Dewanny Adawlot under date the 10”' December 
1784. - 
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The ranny states in her Petition, that M'More deputed “ an Aunaeen to 
Attach the Land in ” dispute - this Aumeen was deputed in the ordinary 
Routine of Judicial Procefs on the motion of the Plaintiffs Vakeel, to prevent

Your Orders, so far as they apply to the Station of Rungpore, have been 
conformed to, and Shall, in like manner, be executed relative to the Corps 
at Denagepore as soon as communication with the officer Stationed there 
will allow 

It has been my invariable rule never to send a Sepoy into the Moffufsol, 
save in cases of Absolute Necefsity. and there aie only two Moffufsol 
Stations, within the Dependancies of Rungpore, wher^ I have allowed of any 
Detachments of Seapoys to be fixed subject only to monthly relief : The one 
as at Rangamatty, and the other at Cooch Bahar The first consisting of a 
Havildars Guard, has been rendered necefsaiy by Decoyts, and the frequent 
Disturbances it is liable to as a Frontier Station, by small Parties erupting 
from the Mountains, and Disputes arising on dealings between Bengal and 
ACsam ;, the last is a Tributai’y Mahl, where the Govei'nor General and 
Council have ordered a constant Guard consisting of twenty men to be keft 
for the protection of Ranny and the Inpart Rajah 

A Mode of Appeal established by me on Disputes with the Afsamees, 
and Subscribed to liy them and the Activity and good Management of Ensign 
Duncanson during the last five months, which has freed the Country from 
the Outrages of Decoytes will I hope, enable us to dispense with the foimer 
but tjhe Continuation of the latter Station at Cooch Beyhar, is Still absolutely 
Necefsary for the protection and Support of the Government ; as not only tlie 
Neighbouring Districts to the North word, but even some of the Dependants 
of the late Rajah, have left no means m their power untried, to take 
advantage of the Ranny & Infant Rajah, and from the Scene of Plunder, 
devastation, and cruelty, practiced by Kogindrenarain Cooer, who held the 
office of Nazer Dheo, and Sham Chund Roy his Gomastah on the, Death of the 
late Rajah in December 1783 and the Consequent desolation, and Confusion 
thro out the Country and which has required my unwaried Attention during 
the whole of the Year to Afsist in correcting, and re establishing good Order. 
I may venture to pronounce that if the Guard of Sepoys Stationed there for 
the protection of the House hold was to be removed, not only the Country 
would be again devasted, and the whole property of the Ra 3 ehye again lifted, 
but even the Lives of the Ranny and infant Rajah, would not be Safe 

The Order for recalling the Guard of 20 Men Stationed at Behar being 
signified to the Ranny, She has entreated that I will Communicate her 
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Petition to you to obtain the Sanction of the Honble the Governor General & 
Council that one Company of the Sebundy Corps may, for the present, be 
continued, for her Service, the expence of which She will carefully defray - 
A Jemautdar a Havildar, and 20 Sepoys to be on Duty there, as heretfoi-e, 
for the Protection of her Household, and the rest kept at Rungpore, for Such 
Occasional Service as She Shall require and the Collecror Appiove, wholly 
confining their duty to the protection of herself, the Infant Rajah, and 
Country 

Seeing the Necefsity of the measure and that it will be of no expence 
whatever to the Company so that it cannot militate against the Object of the 
Plan for the reduction of the Sebundies. & as this Duty cannot according to 
the second Paragraph of the Honble Boards resolution be performed by the 
Brigade Seapoys & to which, indeed, if otherwise She has objected wishing to 
have the Sepoys Stationed with her, considered more as Servants _ than 
Soldiers, without at the Same time removing their restraint of military 
Discipline under an officer, I am induced to recommend the Prayer of her 
Petition to your Protection and that Ensign Duncanson, whose Conduct since 
he has been stationed at Rungpore merits every Testimony of Appiobation 
from me, may be continued in the Command.-

had allowed you to consider of the Improbabilities nay almoft Impofsibilities 
it contains, befoie you refolved to give it a Place on the written Proceedings 
of your Committee- It would not have been unbecoming the Dignity of youi 
meeting as the representative Body of the Gov‘ Gen^ and Supreme Council 
it would have been nothing more than a Justice due to me & my station as a 
Delegate of the same state & Government equally with yourselves and w°'’ 
alone has given you Authority to make a Call on me of any kind ; and, give 
me leave to add.
